WILL RELEASE PROPERTY 


E. R. Zinner Ready to Ton Over Real 


Estate ii Fall Settlement of 


City's Claim. 


At last week's meeting of the com- 


mon council E. R. Zimmer made a 
proposition to turn over a house and 
lot owned by him, located on Oak 
street, in settlement of a claim against 
him held by the city, amounting to 
$425. the city to pay an 
additional 


amount of $275. This proposition was 
carried by a vote of 7 to 4, but the 
council neglected to take any action 
making the appropriation, hence the 
clerk conld not draw an order in favor 
of Mr. Zimmer. On the other hand if 
the appropriation had been made, the 
comptroller would decline to sign the 
order, as the council has no legal right 
to enter into a transaction 
of this 


kind. The law authorizes that body to 
purchase lands for park and like pur- 
poses, but it cannot use the public 
funds for speculative purposes, under 
which head this transaction would be 
properly termed. 


Since the above was written 
Mr. 


Zimmer has expressed a willingness to 
turn bis property over to the city in 
full settlement of the claim they have 
against him, without any money con- 
sideration, and which proposition will 
no doubt be accepted by those author- 
ized to do so and ratified by the council 
at its next meeting. 
He has also 


entered into an agreement with Dis- 
trict Attorney Nelson to pay the sum 
of $12 per month for the support of his 
minor children, and when the proper 
papers have been made out, the district 
attorney will then be In a position to 
ask the court for Mr. Zimmer's release 
from his present embarrassment.

GUN COTTON. 


A Peculiar Characteristic of Thia Ter- 


ribU Explosive. 


Many and odd are the materials en- 


tering Into the manufacture of modern 
explosives, but perhaps the most Inter- 
esting of all these elements of destruc- 
tion as well as tbe simplest Is gun cot- 
ton. The guo cotton manufacturing In- 
dustry is large, as enormous quauUties 
are used in tbe charging of torpedoes 
:iud for similar purposes. 


Tbe base of gun cotton is pure raw 


cotton or even cotton waste, such as la 
used to clean machinery. This is steep- 
ed in a solution of one part of nitric 
and three parts of sulphuric acid. It Is 
the former ingredient that renders the 
mass explosive, tbe sulphuric acid be- 
ing used merely to absorb all moisture, 
thus permitting the uitric acid to com- 
bine more readily with the cellulose ol 
the cotton. 


After being soaked for several hours 


ju the solution described the cotton 
i.s passed 
between rollers to expe! 


all nonabsorbed acid, a process carried 
to completion by washing the cotton in 
clear water. This washing process is a 
long one, requiring machinery which 
reduces the cotton to a mass resem- 
bling paper pulp. Should any uonab- 
sorbed acid be allowed to remain It 
w ould decompose the cotton. 


If the explosive is to be used after 


the maniier of powder it is still fur- 
ther pulverized and then thoroughlj- 
dried, but if intended for torpedoes it 
is pressed into cakes of various shapes 
and sizes—disk shaped, cylindrical, flat 
squares and cubes. 
When not cotn- 


presbed gua cotton is very light, as 
light as ordinary batting. 


A peculiar characteristic of this ter- 


rible explosive is that a brick of It 
w hen wet may be placed on a bed of 
hot coals, and as tbe moisture dries out 
the cotton will flake and burn quietly. 
If dry originally, however, the gun cot- 
ton will explode witb terrible force at 
about 320 degrees of beat 


In general it is tbe custom to ex- 


plode gun cotton by detonation or an 
intense shock instead of by heat. In a 
torpedo the explosive charge is wet. 
this wet cotton being exploded by 
means of dry cotton in a tube, this 
having been fired by a cap of fulmi 
nate of mercury, the cap itself having 
been fired by the impact of tbe torpedo 
;i gainst the target.—Harper's Weekly. 


Rabies IB Cattle. 


Rabies js • germ di«eaiie. usually at- 


tacking dog*, but all warm blooded 
•Dunn)*, including man. aret>u«ceptible 
to the malady, which is aIwayB com- 
municated through bites from a pre- 
ceding case. 


The dis« ase first manifests itself in 


cattle by a loss of appetite, a rumin- 
ation and stopping of the secretion of 
milk, great restlessness, anxiety, mani- 
festation of fear, in (act (he entire dis- 
position of the animal is changed. 


This stage is followed in a day or two 


by the stage of excitement and madness 
which is indicated by increased restless- 
ness, bellowing in a peculiar manner, 
owing to the partial paralysis of the 
throat, violent bunting, pawing the 
ground, and a great tendency to attack 
other animals, although the desire is 
not so marked in cattle as in other 
animals. 


A constant symptom is the increased 


secretion of saliva or froth at 
the 


mouth. Constipation is usually pres- 
ent, owing to a partial paralysis of the 
bowels and there is a continual desire 
to defecate, but the animal is usually 
unable owing to the paralysis men- 
tioned. 


If an animal is permitted to live, 


about the fourth day it becomes more 
quiet. They get stiff, unsteady and a 
swaying gait, owing to the general 
partial paralysis of the body. The loss 
of flesh is extremely noticeable owing 
to the fact that the animal does not eat 
or drink to speak of. 
This is due to 


inability to swallow. If the disease is 
permitted to run its course, the animal 
usually dies from the fourth to the 
sixth day and as there is no treatment 
which can successfully control this dis- 
ease, it is advisable to destroy the ani- 
mal in the early stages of the disease, 
but it is exceedingl> important to be 
positive that it is rabies, as some of 
these symptoms may appear in other 
ailments such as lead poisoning. The 
above information is from Dr. David 
Roberts, former Wisconsin State Veter- 
inarian.

Voting In Spain. 


Voting in Spain is held to be a duty 


to the community, not merely a priv- 
ilege of tbe individual, and neglect of 
civic obligations carries its own pen- 
alty. Male adults of legal age and un- 
der seventy, with the exception of 
priests, notaries and judges, are re- 
quired to vote in municipal elections. 
Failure to cast a ballot is punishable 
by having one's name published as 
censure for neglect by having taxes 
increased 2 per cent by suffering a 
deduction of 1 per cent In salary if 
employed in the public service and for 
the second offense the loss of right to 
hold elective or appointive office.

Boomerangs For the Fireside. 


The peculiar weapon of the natives 


of Australia is the boomerang, a curved 
blade of wood of such remarkable 
construction that it swerves from its 
direct course, sometimes returning so 
as to hit an object behind the thrower.

" CIAL MESSAGE TO CONGRESS. 


WANTS NEW COURT CREATED 


Tribunal Would Hear Cases Arising 


Under the 'Interstate Law—Chief 
Executive Also Urges Federal In- 
corporation Statute 
to Suppress 


Abuses and Not to Destroy Legiti- 
mate Combinations of Capital. 


"Washington. Jan. T.—Needed legislation 
conc'.-riiing the interstate commerce law 
and th<3 control of trusts formed tiie sub- 
ject of 1'resident Taft's special im.-a.sage 
to congress. The prt-sidi-nt calls atten- 
tion to the partial failure of tlie present 
commer'-e lu-.v to get results because of 
the frequent appeals from Its decisions 
to federal courts and th« slowne-Srf of the 
supreni- court in deciding these cases. 
The mt;s.-?aK« suys: 
"It would not be proper to attempt to 
deprive any corporation' of the right to 
tin: review by a court of any ord^r or de- 
cree w l i l i h . If undisturbed, would rub it 
of a reasonable return upon its Invest- 
ment or would subject

uifHin.st It .'intj In favor of other carriers 
similarly sitiutu-d.

Recommends "Court of Commerce." 


"For this purpose I recommend the es- 
tablishmont of a court of 
the 
United 
States composed of Jive judges 
desig- 
nated for such purpose from among the 
circuit judges of the. United States, to 
be known as the 'United States court 
of commerce," which 
court 
shall 
be 
clothed with exclusive original jurisdic- 
tion over the following classes of cases: 


"(1) 
All cases for the enforcement, oth- 
erwise than by ajudication and collec- 
tion, of a forfeiture or penalty, or by in- 
fliction of criminal punishment, of any 
Order Of the Interstate commerce com- 
fnisgion other than for the payment of 
money. 


"(2) 
All cases brought to enjoin, set 
aside, annul or suspend any order or 
requirement of the interstate commerce 
commission. 


"<3> All jjurh cases as under section 3 
of the art of February 19. 1903, knotrn 
a* tho "EUdns act.' are authorized to be 
maintained in a circuit court of the Uni- 
ted States. 
' "<4> Ail such mandamus proceedings as 
' under the provisions of section 20 or sec- 
tion 23 of the interstate commerce law 
&ri authorized to be maintained in a cir- 
cuit court of the United States. 
"Reasons precisely analogous to those 
•which induced the conpress to create the 
ooiirt of customs appeals by the provi- 
sions in the tariff a*-r of August 5. 19<19. 
may be «rj;»d jn support of the creation 
of the commerce c«urt. 
"In order to provide a sufficient num- 
ber of judires to enable this court to be 
constituted it will he nec«-ssnry to author- 
ize

Only Second to Supreme Court. 
"The regular sessions of such court 
should be held at the capltol. but 
It 
should be empowered to hold sessions in 
different parts of the United States if 
found desirable: and Its orders and judg- 
ments should be made final, subject only 
to review by the supreme court of the 
United State*, with the provision that 
the operation of the decree appealed from 
shall not be stayed unless the supreme 
court shall so order. The commerce court 
•hould be empowered in Its discretion to 
restrain or suspenJ the operation of 'an 
orfler of the Interstate commerce commls- 
*lr>n under review pending the final near- 
Ins and determination of the proceeding, 
but no such restraining order should be 
made except upon notice and afetr hear- 
inif. unless in cases where 
irrepartThle 
damage would otherwise ensue to the pe- 
titioner.

In accord with other declarations of th«

kind in capital stock, or purchase or 
lease any railroad, or any other corpora-

merce act applies: that a law be enact- 
ed providing "that no railroad corpora- 
tion Hubjeet to the interstate commerce 
act shall hereafter for any purpose con- 
nected with or relating to any part of its 
business governed by said act, issue any 
capital stock without previous or simul- 
taneous payment to It of not less than 
the p'«r value of such stock, or any bonds 
or other obligations (except notes matur- 
Inp not more than one year from "the 
date of their insu"). without the previ- 
ous or simultaneous payment to su'-h cor- 
poration of not l»-ss than the par value 
•ft such bonds, or other obligations, or, 
if issued at less than their pa.r value, 
then not without such payment of the 
reasonable market value r:t such bond" 
or ohHs-at'ions as ascertained by the in- 
terstate commTc»- commission: and that 
no property, service, or othr-r thir.fr than 
money, shall be taken in payment to su'-h

Would Prevent Wrong Practices. 


The president continues: 
"I believe these suggested modifications 
in and amendments to tins interstate com- 
merce at-t would make it a complete and 
effective measure for securing reasonable- 
ness of rates and fairness of practices in 
the. operation of interstate railroad lines, 
without undue preference to any individu- 
al or class over any oUi^rs. 
"By my direction the attorney general 
has drafted a bill to carry out these 
rerC'iTjrner!d.itions, 
which 
will 
be 
fur- 
nish'-d upon re-quest to the appropriate 
committee whenever it may be. Uesjred. 
"In addition to the. foregoing amend- 
ments of the interstate commerce law, 
the 
interstate 
commerce 
commission 
should be given the power, after a hear- 
ing, to determine upon the uniform con- 
struction of these appliances—such as sill 
steps, ladders, roof hand holds, running 
boards and hand brakes on freight cars 
engaged in interstate commerce—used by 
the trainmen in the operation of trains, 
the defects and Jack of uniformity in 
which are apt to produce accidents and 
injuries to railway trainmen. The won- 
derful reforms effected in the number of 
switchman and trainmen Injured by coup- 
ling ac( idents. due to the enforced in- 
troduction of safety couplers, is a demon- 
stration of what can be done if railroads 
are compelled to adopt proper safety ap- 
pliances. 
"The question has arisen in the opera- 
tions of the interstate commerce employ- 
ers' liability act. as to whether suit can 
be- brought against the employer com- 
pany in any phice other than that of its 
home ofli'-e" The right to bring uje suit 
under this act should be as easy of en- 
forcement as the right of a private per- 
son not in the'company's employ to sue 
on an ordinary cla:m, and proi-« ss in each 
suit should be sufficiently serv-d if upon 
the station ag^nt uf the company upon 
whom service is authorized it made, to 
bond the company 9 ordinary actions 
arising under stnt« laws. Bills for both 
tv e fore-going purposes have been con- 
sidered by the- house of repr<--snntatives 
and have be*-n passed, and are now be— 
for" The Interstate commerce committee 
of the senate. I earnestly urg* that they 
be enacted into law." 


Control of the Trusts. 


The second part of the message is de-- 
voted to the control of trusts. 
After a 
lengthy discussion of trusts, good and 
bad. and the success of prosecutions un- 
der the Sherman anti-trust act. Mr. Taft 
says: 
"It is the duty and purpose of the exec- 
utive to direct an investigation by the de- 
partment of justice, throuch the grand 
jury or otherwise, into the history, organ- 
ization, and purposes of all the industrial 
companies with respect to which there Is 
any reasonable ground for suspicion that 
they have been organized for a purpose, 
and are conducting business on a plan 
which is in violation of the anti-trust 
law. The work is a heavy one. but It 
Is not beyond the power of the depart- 
ment of justice. If sufficient funds are 
furnished, to carry on the investigations 
and to pay the counsel engaged in the 
work. 
But such an investigation and 
possible prosecution of corporations whose 
prosperity or destruction affects the corn- 
fort not only of stockholders but millions 
of wage earners, employes, and associated 
tradesmen must necessarily tend to dis-. 
turb the confidence of the business com- 
munity, to dry up the now flowing sources 
of capital from Its places of hoarding, and 
produce a halt In our present prosperity 
that trill cause suffering and strained cir- 
cumstances amonn the Innocent many for 
faults of the guilty few. The question 
which I -wish In this message to bring 
clearly to the consideration and decision 
of the congress whether to avoid business 
dancer something cannot be done by 
•which these business combinations may 
be Offered a means, without great finan- 
cial disturbance, of chancing the char- 
acter, organization and extent of their 
business Into one W.thln the lines of the 
law under federal control and supervision, 
securing compliance with th* anti-trust 
statutes. 


For Government Control. 


"Generally. In ,ihe Industrial combina- 
tions called 'trusts.' the principal busl- 
nc** is the sale of troods 3n many states 
and in f«rvlcn marXeis: In other words. { 
the Interstate nnd forejcn business far \ 
••vc<c;ls the business dene In any

It Js possible tut to frame a statute 
that while It offers protection to a fed- j 
era! < omrtany against harmful, vexatious | 
and unnecessary Invasion bv the slates. ' 
It shall subject It to reasonable taxation 
and control by the slate-*, with respect to 
ItJ" purely local business. 
"Many people conducting creat 
busi- 
nesses have cherished a hope and a be- 
lief that In some way or other a line 
may b* drawn between 'good trusts' and 
'bud trusts.' and that It Is rnnssihle by 
amendment to the anti-trust law to m.ike 
a distinction under which jtood combina- 
tions may be permitted to organize, sup- 
press competition, control prices, and do 
It all Vjrally If only they do not abuse 
the power by taVIng too jrreat profit out 
of tn*> business. They point with fore" 10 
certain notorious trusts as having crown 
Into power through criminal methods by 
the us* of Illecal rebates and plain chea;"- 
In*. and by various acts utterly rlolatlve 
of biwlws* honesty or morality, and utm

and that they were denounced in this »ct 
not because of their intrinsic Immoral- 
ity, 
but 
bc-cauwe of th« dangerou* re- 
sults toward which they tended, tha con- 
centration of industrial 
power 
In 
tn« 
hands of the few, leading to oppres- 
sion and injustice. In dealing, therefore, 
with many of the men who have used 
the methods condemned by tiie statute 
for the purpose of maintaining a profit- 
able busineHM. we may well facilitate a 
change by them in the method of do- 
ing business, and enable them to bring It 
back into the zon«- of lawfulness, without 
losing to the country th* economy of 
management by which, in our domestic 
trade the cost of production has been 
materially lessened, and In competition 
with foreign manufacturers our foreign 
trade na» been greatly increased. 


Asks National Corporation Law. 


"I therefore recommend the enactment 
by congress of a general law providing 
for the formation of corporations to en- 
K&KK in trade and commerce among the 
states and with foreign nations, protect- 
ing them from undue interference by tbe 
states and regulating their activit!«* »o 
as to pr«--. f-nt the recurrence, under na- 
tional auKpjci-s. of those abuses wj.ich 
have ari.-:'-:i under state control. Suc.i a 
law should provide for the issue ol atjck 
of such ci.rpyrationas to an amount ec,ual 
only to U.-.- cash paid in on the sto;k; 
and If the stock be issued for property, 
then at a fair valuation ascertained vm- 
o«-r approval and supervision of federal 
auth'-n'tv 'iTter a. full and complete 6Js- 
cloKury of «>H the facts p'-rtaimnK to tne 
value of .su-li property and the interest 
therein of t!ie persons to whom it is 
propo'-ed to Irsue stock in payment of 
.such property. It should subject the rfcAi

State Laws Conflict. 


"If the prohibition of the anti-trust act 
again=t combinations in restraint of trad* 
la to be effectively enforced, it is essen- 
tial that the national government shall 
provide for the creation of national cor>- 
porationB to carry on a lefritimate busi- 
ness throughout the United States. The 
conflicting laws of the different states of 
the union with respect to foreign corpora- 
tions make it. difficult, if not impossible, 
for on* corporation to comply with their 
requirements so as to carry on business 
in a number of different states. 
"To the suggestion that this proposal of 
federal incorporation for industrial com- 
binations is intended to furnish them a 
refuge in which to continue industrial 
business under federal protection. 
-It 
should be said that the measure contem- 
plated does not repeal the Sherman a7)d- 
trust law and is not to be framed so as 
to permit the doinsr of the wrongs which 
it is the purpose of that law to pre\»-nt, 
but only to foster a. continuance and ad- 
vance of the highest industrial efficiency 
without permitting industrial abuses. 


"Such a national incorporation law will 
be opposed, first, by those who believe 
thar trusts should be completely broken 
up and their property destroyed.

REVIEW DANES' COOK REPORT 


Geographic Society at Washington Re- 


ceive Finding of University of 


Copenhagen Commission. 


Washington.—The long-delayed re- 


port of the University of Copenhagen 
to the National Geographic 
society 


has arrived in Washington. 
It was 


written in Danish, and though brief, 
was to the point. 


After being translated the report 


was reviewed Sunday by Dr. J. How- 
ard Gore, Rear Admiral H. N. Pills- 
bury and Prof. C. Willard .Hayes, 
chief geologist of the United States 
Geological society, constituting the 
special committee of the Geographic 
society appointed to review the Cook 
data. 


None of the Cook data accompanied 


the report. The documents 
which 


were handed to the commission for 
examination were: 


1. A typewritten report 
of 
Dr. 


Cook's north pole journey, made by 
Mr. Lonsdale. 


2. A typewritten copy made from 


Dr. Cook's notebooks, covering 
the 


period from March 18, 
1908, 
until 


June 13. 190S. the time in which, ac- 
cording to Dr. Cook's statement, be 
journeyed to the pole and back to ao 
undefined point on the polar ice west 
of Axel Hei berg's land. 


The papers named were not accom- 


panied by any letter from Dr. Cook. 
&ut Mr. Lonsdale stated orally that 
the original notebooks, which 
for 


safety's sake bad been sent to Eu- 
rope by another route, 
would 
b« 


turned over to the university in to« 
course of a few days.

The method of procedun 
la to first bore the tube of the gun an( 
finish Us outer surface; then finish the 
jacket inside, a,nd, finally, shrink the 
jacket on the tube. As a preliminary 
to the delicate operation the jacket Is 
heated to a temperature of 600 de- 
grees in a cylindrical furnace, occupy 
Ing a pit 40 feet deep. 
Air, blown 


through a furnace where white heat IB 
maintained, is forced through and 
around the jacket for 29 houra. The 
burning blasts of oil make a roaring 
that completely drowns voices and 
therefore the entire operation is di- 
rected by signals and without a word 
being spoken. 


After the ponderous jacket has re- 


ceived its baptism of fire the mass of 
glowing metal is lifted from the heat- 
ing furnace by means of a crane 
which, despite Its tremendous power, 
is capable of such delicacy of opera- 
tion that it centers the jacket within 
one-thirty-second of an Inch over the 
tube and lowers it over the tube at 
the rate of a foot per minute.

BORING A BIG GUN FOR THE: NAVY 


gun tests at Indian Head ere the army is ready 
to try out the first of its new heavy-hitters at 
Sandy Hook. N. J. 


For the purpose of comparative tests the 


war department is constructing one of the five 
14-inch runs above mentioned as a wire-wound 
piece, but the other four are built up in ac- 
cordance with the usual plan of concentric 
cylinders assembled by shrinkage. This is the 
practice likewise in the case of the new naval 
gun. The army is already firmly committed 
to the 14-inch gun and congress has authorized 
the construction of four such weapons in addi- 
tion to the iii« already mentioned, but work 
on 'hem has not been coimueuced- 


It Is the claim of Brlg.-Gen. William Cfo- 


zier, the very progressive chief of ordnance of 
the Vnlted States army, that the 14-inch gun 
is vastly superior to the 12-inch gun wblch It 
is displacing for the defense of wide channels 
and harbors where the highest power is re- 
quired 
He claims that tbe army's new 14- 


Snrh guns will be capable of firing a greater 
number of rounds than the 12-Inch guns, inas- 
much as tbe same striking force can be im- 
parted to the projectile with less velocity. 
Rear Admiral N. E. Mason, chief of ordnance 
of the navy, who has personal supervision over 
the construction of the first 14-Inch gun for 
the navy, has not yet come out so unquali- 
fiedly In favor of the heavier ordnance as has 
his confrere of the army, but Admiral Mason's 
verdict after the test* will be awaited with 
great interest, for there Is no officer In the 
service more thoroughly conversant with the 
ordnance requirements of the navy. 


During the greater portion of bis naval ca- 


reer Admiral Mason ha* si«ecialized in ord- 
nance work. A native of Pennsylvania and a 
member of the graduating cla*a of 1869 at the 
United States naval academy, the young offi- 
cer, following a varied experience in sea ser- 
vice in all part* of the world, was in 1884 de- 
tailed for ordnance work at the navy yard at 
Washington.

war the present head of the 
ordnance bureau had an oppor- 


tunity to study the other side of ordnance 
work as an officer of the cruiser Brooklyn. 
After the war he was successively inspector of 
ordnance at the League Island navy yard and 
at the naval torpedo station and latterly was 
promoted to the highest post in the naval ord- 
nance organizat: m. 


Another off>er of exceptional ability who 


is playing an influential part in the creation 
of the navy's new weapon is Rear Admiral 
E. N". C. Leutze. superintendent of the naval 
gun factory. Admiral Leutze la a native of 
Prussia and graduated from the naval acad- 
emy in 3867. 
Karly in bis career he was in 


charge of surveying parties that went over 
the Panama and Nicaragua routes. During the 
Spanish-American war, in command of the 
Monterey, he was ordered to the relief of Ad- 
miral Dewey Jn Manila bay; was present at 
the taking of the city of Manila, and took part 
in several engagement* witb insurrectionists. 
It fell to his lot to reestablish the Cavite 
navy yard, an experience which aided to qual- 
ify him for bis present responsible position, 
which he has held for upward of nine years. 


In the eyes of the average layman the 


navy's tentative adoption of tb* 14-Inch gun 
appears somewhat revolutionary in view of 
the fact that it was toot a few year* ago that 
the naval authorities *eemlogly proceeded in 
the opposite direction by declaring In favor of 
the 12-Inch gun In preference to a 13-Inch gun. 
with which our earliest battleship* were 
equipped. Any inconsistency of policy I*. bow- 
ever, apparent rather than real, and the new 
14-inch gun win be much more effective In hit- 
ting power than either tb* 11 or 13 Inch type. 
The new gun, with a leagtft of 33% f**t, will 
weigh In excess of « too*—that I*. 10 ton* 
more than the 12-Inch guna built for the new 
battleship* North Dakota and Delaware and 
alx tons more than the yet more powerful 12- 
inch guns designed for the new battleships 
Arkansas and Wywalag.

on one of the largest lathes ever built. Later 
the breech mechanism Is attached. From a 
technical standpoint the lathe work and kin- 
dred operations may be considered the roost 
Important operations In connection with the 
construction of the 14-inch gun. To indicate 
the scope of this work It may be cited that 
one of the cutting tools In going from end to 
end of a jacket hoop travels 12 miles and 
requires 56 hours for the operation. An ex- 
tension must needs be provided to enable the 
largest lathe at the naval gun factory to ac- 
commodate the 14-inch gun, but with such ex- 
tension provided the»e are several lathes at 
the bic plant any of which are capable of 
handling this new size weapon 


Extreme accuracy in fashioning the tube of 


the 14-inch gun is essential, since the general 
efficiency of the gun !s dependent upon the 
uniform diameter of this foundation tube, upon 
which In due course the layers of hoops and 
bands are shrunk The tube contains first the 
entire bore In which the big projectile will 
travel a distance of 542 Inches ere it leaves 
the muzzle of the gun. This bore should not 
be more than two one-thousandths of an Inch 
out of a straight line if It Is to meet require- 
ments and i* Is fitted with 52 rifling grooves, 
which decrease in width as they approach 
tbe muzzle and the purpose of which is to Im- 
part to the projectile a rotary motion that 
will prevent tbe missile from turning length- 
wise In flight and thus losing Its force. Sec- 
ondly, the tube contains the powder chamber. 
In the new 14-inch nun the capacity of the 
chamber Is 15.843 cubic inches, being designed 
to accommodate the 355 pounds of smokeless 
powder which will constitute the full service 
charge of the new weapon. 


Interesting as is the construction of the 


new gun. It will be equaled by the Importance 
of the testa of the monster "shooting Iron" at 
the Indian Head proving grounds. It has been 
figured that a projectile fired with a fnH 
charge, will have a penetrative power at the 
mottle of more than 22 inches of the latest 
Krupp steel armor. At 3,000 yards' range the 
projectile could pierce armor 18 inches in 
thtckaea*. and at 6.000 yard* tbe penetration 
would embrace everything up to Krupp armor 
12ft Inches in thickness. At 9,000 yards, an 
extreme battle range, the penetration will bt 
tot excee* of 11 Incbe*. which Is tbe thlckne** 
of th* hMftott armor <M modern battleship*
